This  Council  is  of  opinion  (if  such  allegations  are  shewn  to  be 
correct)  that  the  effect  of  such  gas  pumps  (or  compressors)  will  be  to 
work  a  great  injustice  to  a  large  section  of  this  county  ;  and  this 
Council  requests  that  at  the  next  session  of  the  Ontario  Legislature 
an  act  may  be  passed  (if  within  its  power)  wholly  prohibiting  the

To  the  ffanonihfc  the  Hoii.se  (tf  Counnons  of  thr  Doin'niiini  of  ('(nniihi 
in  Ptn'liniiicnf  Assniihlcd : 

The  Memorial  of  the  Muni<'i[)iil  (Council  of  the  (Jounty  of  Wel- 
laiid  hunil)ly  sheweth  : 

1.  I'hat  in  the  said  County  of  Welland  natural  gas  has  been 
discovered  to  exist  in  large  (luantities,  the  discovery  having  been 
MKide  in  the  year  1890. 

2.  That  there  have  been  bored  in  the  County  of  NVellanil  up- 
wards of  i^^o  wells  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  gas,  and  many  of  said 
wells  are  capable  of  producing  millions  of  feel  of  gas  a  day. 

T,.  'I'hat  since  the  discovery  a  number  of  companies  have  been 
organised  for  the  purpose  of  boring  and  obtaining  natural  gas  to  sup- 
|)ly  the  same  for  fuel  and  light,  and  large  (juantities  of  gas  are  now 
being  used  in  the  County  of  Welland  for  fuel  and  light,  to  the  great 
benefit  of  hundreds  of  families  in  the  «ounty  and  to  the  benefit  also 
of  manufacturers  in  said  county. 

4.  That  although  the  gas  is  used  as  above  stated  in  the  County 
of  Welland,  still  most  of  the  gas  that  is  produced  is  conveved  by 
means  of  jjipes  across  the  Niagara  river  to  the  <  iiy  of  lUiffalo,  in 
the  slate  of  New  \ork,  where  the  said  gas  is  (onsumed. 
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5.  That  the  said  gas  is  hciiig  conveyed  aciDss  the  river  in  siirh 
large  (juantities  that  the  su|)ply  is  being  rapidly  exhausted,  and  your 
memorialists  fear  that  it  the  gas  continues  to  be  conveyed  across  the 
river  in  such  quantities,  this  very  valuable  mineral  will  soon  be  ex' 
hausted. 

6.  That  one  company  (I'he  Provincial  Natural  Gas  tt  Fuel  (Jo.) 
are  now  erecting  pumps  for  the  purpose  of  forcing  the  said  gas  to  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  the  gas  heretofore  having  sufficient  force  not  to  re- 
quire artificial  means  to  force  it  through  the  pipes,  which  demonstrates 
the  fact  that  the  pressure  is  materially  less  and  that  the  gas  is  being 
rapidly  exhausted. 

7.  Since  the  discovery  of  the  said  gas  the  Ontario  Silver  Com- 
pany have  established  works  in  the  township  of  Humberstone,  in  the 
said  county  of  Welland,  solely  on  account  of  the  fact  that  they  have 
been  able  to  procure  natural  gas  as  a  fuel,  and  your  memorialists 
understand  there  are  employed  in  said  factory  upwards  of  70  hands, 
to  the  great  benefit  of  the  community,  and  there  has  also  been 
established,  on  account  of  the  discovery  of  natural  gas,  a  glass  factory 
in  the  village  of  Port  Colborne,  and  your  memorialists  understand 
that  other  factories  are  likely  to  be  started  if  the  exportation  of 
natural  gas  is  prohibited. 

8.  That  your  memorialists  consider  that  it  would  be  a  great 
bcneht  to  the  people  of  the  County  of  Welland,  and  to  the  country 
in  general,  if  the  exportation  of  gas  is  prohibited. 

Vour  memorialists  therefore  pray  :  That  a  moderate  export  duly 
may  be  imposed  on  the  exportation  of  natural  gas.

She  is  afflicted  with  malignant  disease  of  the  bowel  of  a   (  an(  er- 
ous  nature,  which  will  necessarily  prove  fatal  in  a  few  weeks   at  least. 
Her  mental  condition  is  not  very  sound,  though  not  in  any  way   dan 
gerous  ;  rather  talkative,  and  a  little  noisy,  which  is  probably  aggravat- 
ed by  the  extreme  pain  which  attends  the  disease. 

'The  proper  place  for  her  would  i)e  a  hospital,  if  she  wouhl  be 
received  at  such,  as  she  recjuires  some  attention  m  the  way  of  ( lenns- 
ing  and  dressing,  which  a  nurse  could  best  attend  to. 

In  some  cases  of  this  nature  an  operation  is  necessary  to  relieve  the 
extreme  suffering,  which  could  not  be  very  well  performed  with  success 
in  the  gaol.  ,\t  present  she  seems  to  be  <:omfortal)le  under  the  use 
of  narcotics,  but  the  odor  from  the  imperfect  cleansing  of  the  diseased 
parts  is  very  unpleasant  in  the  corridor,  in  fact  it  would  be  undesirable 
to  confme  another  prisoner  in  the  same  place.
